Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Agreed to withdraw 112, first paragraph and second paragraph 
rejections. The examiner clarifies teaching of Wilks reference that Wilks conventionally discloses the multi-state 
windows that allows for the effective screen size to be maximized and allows windows (see col. 1 , lines 51-54), which 
imply a first-state window maximized for effective screen size corresponds to a first display screen and a second-state 
window maximized for effective screen size corresponds to a second display screen as recited in claims. A first-state 
window is overlapped a second-state window (see fig. 1, col. 2, lines 10-30). Wilks further teaches the cursor is pointed 
and clicked on the first-state window or the second-state window to activate (col. 3, lines 5-18) .
